O rd in an ce No. 162, fixin g the rate 
of tax levy a t 65 cen ts on each $ 100 
w orth 
of taxable 
property for the 
gen eral fun d an d 55 cen ts on each 
$ 100 w orth of taxable property for 
the w ater an d lig h t fun d was then in ­ 
trod uced . 
T here was gome d iscussion con cern ­ 
in g the 
ord in an ce.

Mogoc an n oun ced th a t the form er rate 
was 60 cen ts for the gen eral fun d an d 
60 cen ts for the w ater an d lig h t fun d . 
C oun cilm an P urcell moved th at the 
re p o rt be con sid ered the first read in g 
of the ord in an ce, an d th a t the rules 
. be suspen d ed an d the ord in an ce put 
upon its fin al passage.

U n d er the n ew ord in an ce the rate for 
the w ater an d light fun d is red uced an d 
the rate for the gen eral fun d in creased .

I. Rosen fleld an d W. H. Gray , the lat­ 
ter bein g the organ izer of the associa­ 
tion . are promin en tly men tion ed in the 
bill in con n ection with alleged fraud ­ 
ulen t votin g of fun d s to themselves, 
an d the bill was filed in the Un ited 
S tates circuit court by Attorn ey S. 
Levin son , represen tin g n umerous pol­ 
icy hold ers. 
L ater Attorn ey Levin son 
wen t before Jud ge Bethea on a motion 
for the issuan ce of a restrain in g ord er, 
stoppin g a meetin g of officials of the 
compan y to be held Thursd ay . 
The 
motion met with resistan ce by tho 
d efen d an ts. 
Gray is alleged 
to have secured 
proxies from the thousan d s of mem­ 
bers an d thus con trolled the d irec­ 
tors. 
By securin g this con trol, it is 
alleged that Giav had passed a res­ 
olution securin g him the right by con ­ 
tract to d raw $ 1 for each $ 1.000 in in ­ 
suran ce issued . 
This was d on e in se­ 
cret, an d although the complain in g 
policy hold ers recen tly learn ed of it. 
they were refused in formation by Ro­ 
sen fleld . Gray an d others. 
Besid es

The d efen d an t compan y is the suc­ 
cessor of the Kn ights Tem plar an d 
Mason Life In d emn ity compan y , or­ 
gan ized in 1S84. an d has more than 
$ 20,000,006 in policies out stan d in g.

T his ston e is bein g 
used in the con struction of the con ­ 
crete brid ge at th a t poin t. 
Work on the grad e just east of this 
c ity is progressin g n icely . 
M an y peo­ 
ple go out to the F lat rook brid ge each 
d ay to w atch the work of hold in g the 
abutm en ts.

When the fish is properly cleansed 
instead of putting it into a small qua n­ 
tity of fat or grease, wipe dry; then 
rub with plenty of salt and popper; 
let it la y an hour or tw o before using; 
roll in com meal or Hour

fa t sufficient for it to swim in; the 
fat must bo boiling h ot; put the fish 
in whole, or cut in pieces

MARLBOROUGH PIE. 


Six tart apples, <» ounces of sugar. 
(*» ounces of butter or thick cream, 6 
eggs, the grated peel of 
1 lemon and 
one half the juice. 
Grate the apples 
a fter paring and coring them ; stir to­ 
gether the butter and sugar, as for 
cake. 
Then add the other ingredients, 
and bake in a rich under-paste only. 


WALDORF SALAD. 
One dozen medium sized apples, 3 
bunches of celery ; chop together, not 
too fine: add

walnuts 
chopped.

to a boil ; add eggs and sugar beaten 
together; Cook until thick; add lump 
of butter; pour over and it is ready 
to serve. 


CRAB APPLE J ELLY. 
Wash the apples, halve them and 
cut out the blossoms. 
Then put them 
into a porcela in-lined kettle and turn 


boiling water on them but not enough 
to cover them (as some sa v), and cook 
them until very soft, stirring them 
occa siona lly ¡to 
prevent 
burning. 
( Here let me say that you need not 
be at a ll ca reful for fear of m ixing 
the pulp with the syrup, as it makes 
no difference 
whatever. ) 
Next 
re­ 
move them from the fire and let them 
cool off some, and then put them into 
a hag made double from a piece of an 
old table cloth coarse and soft, and 
then put them into a large milkpan 
and squeeze them. 
After squeezing 
out a little, empty them into the ket­ 
tle, and so on doing, that they m ight 
not soak into the bag again. 
Now 
conies an important little item which 
I found out at the time and did not 
know before. 
In consequence of ha v­ 
ing the bag double I found that I could 
squeeze them very hard w ithout any 
of the pulp getting through. 
You can 
easly tell when this^part of the work 
is done. 
Then I put the juice into 
the kettle and boil it, removing the 
scum as it rises, until jierfectly clear, 
and continue to boil it a few m inutes 
longer. 
I then measure it, and there 
is 1 
quarto, and add just the same 
amount of sugar (gra nula ted), and 
boil it a little over one-ha lf an hour. 
You must “ try it before that t im e - 
put a little into a tin dish and set it 
into old water. 
Make just a little 
a llowa nce for, a fter sta nding a day or 
two, it w ill be a little thicker than 
when you try it. 
If you find that 
yonr jelly is not thick enough the 
next day a fter it is made, you can 
turn it a ll back into the kettle and 
boil it over. 
F ive m inutes w ill make 
a great difference.
